Mayer refused, however, to 
name any CUS officials he 
suspects were aware of the. 
alleged FYSA-CIA . affiliation: 
"If CUS remains quiet then 
I am not coing to speak." 



RCMP in contact with CUS

Lesage blasts dictatorial NU

"The whole thing smells of dictatorship." 

An irate Jean Lesage thus summarized the government's 
handling of the education crisis in a question period Monday 
in the Union ballroom. He said that the actions of the Johnson 
administration held serious implications for the entire range of 
provincial activity. 



In reference to Bill 25, he said 
"If the government uses its ma- 
jority in the House to smash a 
InrRC sector of the population, 
the government can do it to 
other sectors. We believe in the 
rule of the majority, but it can 
be supported only to the extent 
necessary to insure the common 
good. 

"Any action going beyond what 

is necessary to assure the com- 
mon good is in itself an instru- 
ment of destruction of freedom, 
liberty and democracy." 

Lesage was convinced that Bill 
26 goes beyond "what is neces- 
sary" because, apart from get- 
ting the children back to the 
classrooms, the teachers lose 
their right to strike until June 
10G8, and have forced upon them 
a new system of. province-wide 
negotiation. 



"The goycmment profited by 
a state qf urgency to ram through 
the House' a completely new sys- 
tem of negotiations and collec- 
tive agreements," he said. 

Lesage said his party advocat- 
ed suspension of the teachera' 
right to strike until June of this 
year, even though it meant "a 
temporary sacrifice" on the part 
of the teaching profession becau- 
se it was necessary for the com- 
mon good. 



At a press conference in Ot- 
tawa yesterday. Ward said that 
"I am disturbed at the approach 
the RCMP uses, ^seeking inter- 
views on a personal ^basis with 
people who are obviously select- 
ed for the positions they hold." 

On Monday, CUS asked Prime 
Minister Pearson to "protest 
strongly the covert intrusion of 
the CIA... into CUS affairs... 
and to provide assurance that the 
RCMP is not engaged in similiar 
operations." 

Ward said that the RCMP made 
annual friendly visits to CUS 
student leaders. The RCMP of- 
ficers "expressed interest in re- 
ceiving information on the tra- 
ditional topic of eastern European 
student ^ politics.-^ :.; . . and . . . 
were espedally ' interested in 
knowing about subversion in 
Canada. 

"I refused to involve myself or 
the Union in such activities; since 
then there has been no further 
communication from the RCMF*. 

Ward denied specific know- 
ledge of RCMP activity at the 
last CUS Congress but added that 
"undoubtedly the RCMP exer- 
cised surveillance ^ there, as it 
probably does at some otbeir stu*'.

laiÊttton witMims petition to JC

Simon Taunton, Editor of Course Guid» '66 and current f resident of the ASUS, has with- 
drawn' his petition to the Judicial Committee as a result of. a decision by the ASUS executive. 



Taunton had petitioned tbc 
Judicial Committee to examine 
the operation and conclusions of 
a committee which lalKlled him 
"negligent" in his running of last 
year's Course Guide. Taunton 
questioned the procedures used 
and the motives of tho committee 
members. 

The committee, set up by the 
ASUS executive to examine the 
management of the Guide, had 
held Taunton "responsible and 
accountable for funds lost 
through his negligence". 



The ASUS executive altered ' 
this recommendation Monday, 
voting not to "require Siinon 
Taunton to repay the funds lost 
through his negligence at this 
time." 

Explaining his decision to 
withdraw the petition, Taunton 
said that "the charges made in 
my petition arc still valid", but 
"exposés at tbisrstage would be 
purely vindictive in nature. I am 
not going to sink to the level of 
mud-flinging." An inquiry by the 
Judicial Committee at this time 
"may be warranted, but totally 
unnecessary." 



The reasons for tbc ASUS ex- 
ecutive decision were that they 
"do not feel that Simon Taunton 
acted in bad faith at any time 
in the administration of funds 
of the ASUS Course Guide", and 
that "no definite procedure has 
previously been set up as to re- 
payment of funds lost through 
negligence." 

SC representative Bert Kidd, 
who prcsetlted the original mo- 
tion, said he did not want to 
"make Simon a scapegoat". 

"Other organizations lose 
money," he saidi "and noUiing is 
done about it." 



McCoubrey said "there was no 
noticeable anti-English senthnent 
expressed but there appeared to 
be an undercurrent of hostility 
from some quarter of the delega- 
tion from l'Université de Mont- 
réal." 

■Hark Wilson (Engineering) 
said that McGill took no hiiUative 
In' presenting any motions at th& 
cônference, because the delega- 
tion had no prepared policy de- 
cisions. Wilson said however 
that the McGill delegation played 
•a leading part In discussing the 
question of a state university for 
Quebec which "left a favorable 
impression with 'other^ members." 

McCoubrey said that although 
McGill is no longer a member of 
CUS, Students' Council will .pay 
its full membership dues. . 

Council also tabled a motion by 
Peter Smith (Graduate Studies), 
which called for the establish- 
ment of a Council committee to 
study the relationship between 
undergraduate and graduate fee

After their prima donna performance at 
the eus Congress lost fall, it was disappoint- 
ing to see the leaders of our delegation at 
Sherbrooke accept such a passive role. 

Because of UGEQ's method of represent- 
ation McGill's delegation to the plenary ses- 
sions is second in size to that of U de M. On 
the smaller Comité Central National both 
schools have five seats. With this kind of 
voting power McGill potentially holds the 
balance of power in the long-standing feud 
between the U de M — Sherbrooke bloc and 
the Laval-FAGECCQ bloc. That potentiality 
remains largely unexploited. 



The McGill group acted as on effective 
unit on only three significant issues. And in 
these coses it was motivated primarily by 
personal interests, rather than by a more 
far-sighted concern for the Union as a whole. 

McGill's backing of Loyola for a seat in 
the CCN, for example, was a good move, 
but prompted more by language ties than 
political similarities*. Why is it that McGill 
didn't act with equal solidarity to check the 
present executive's arbitrary choices for 
their successors? It looks like UGEQ will be 
run by another U de M clique next year. 
This is cértainly not in the best interest of 
the majority of the members. 

Most of those at the Congress did fee! 
that our delegation was more constructively 



Québécois and better informed than they 
hod expected. With strong leadership the 
McGill contingent might quickly hove est- 
ablished itself as a positive force in decision- 
making. As it was, we tended more toward 
reaction. Suffice it to say that President Mc- 
Coubrey did not speak once from the floor 
of the assembly. 

If McGill lacked flare, the real heavies 
of the Congress were the U de M boys. Had 
they not arrived late at Sherbrooke they 
would undoubtedly have led an effort to 
keep McGill out of UGEQ. 

AGEUM executives Edouard Cloutier 
and Gilles Grenier blew up big storms over 
several minor issues that occupied the as- 
sembly for all of Saturday night and Sunday 
morning. This type of bombast forced most 
decisions on the commission reports into the 
hands of the CCN. The Congress as a whole 
hardly dealt with any significant problems. 

The other big power play by U de M 
was seeing to it that the new UGEQ execut- 
ive remains under the control of AGEUM 
products. The outgoing leaders simply 
placed their slate before the Congress os^ 
word of law. 

The Nelson and LeFrançois dynasties ore 
dabbling in the most infantile sort of elitism 
and disdain for those they represent. Per- 
haps next year McGill con do something a- 
bout this push-over.

Philosophers Ccdl It 
Epistemology 

Dear Sir, 

Friday's editorial (February 
IClh) proposes that "the gra- 
dual change withirt the many 
departments of the modern uni- 
versity in the meaning of Icnow- 
ledge" is the main cause of 
student dissatisfaction. This 
raises the question of the theo- 
ry of knowledge, what philo- 
sophy calls epistemology, which, 
I believe, concerns itself with 
how and why knowledge can be 
acquired. Before discussing the 
how of knowledge let us dis- 
pose of the why by saying that, 
depending on one's own dispo- 
sition, cither knowledge enno- 
bles or knowledge is power. 

What distinguishes scientific 
from other knowledge is the 
manner of attainment, the how 
of knowledge. But to suggest 
that empiricism or ; the positi- 
vistic tendency in modern scien- 
ce has separated knowledge and 
wisdom is silly. As regards the 
apparent detrimental affect of 
"insistence on practicality" my 
friends in industry insist that 
university research Is impracti- 
cal and useless, and that the 
university has become an ivory 
tower for "contemplation and 
reflection", much seems to 
depend on one's vantage point. 

Science and art are different 
of course, but they both create 
reality; I assume we are not 
searching for absolute reality, 
and if not, then, we all know 
. what reality is. Recognition of 
the similar function of art and 
science, an awareness of their 
intcrdependencii.and their inter- 
action is a first prerequisite to 
understanding the cause of to- 
day's dilemma. The university 
explosion has complicated mat- 
ters, but a recent article, "Re- 



volt at Berkeley" {Spectator, 
February 3, 10C7), has exposed 
the "demon" : the larger . the 
average university is the great- 
er the separation between stu- 
dent and teacher, and between 
teacher and administrator- 

Actually, there ia one other 
"demon" at large, the nature 
of which is adequately describ- 
ed in a student textbook pre- 
face : "The general chemistry 
course should provide an ade- 
quate introduction to chemistry 
for students who, ift all proba- 
bility, will receive no further 
formal training in chemistry. 
At the same time, however, it 
must provide o good foundation 
for students who will go on 
to more advanced work in che- 
mistry, other sciences, and en- 
gineering. It is quite possible, 
in a properly designed course, 
to meet the needs of both 
groups". It is, In fact, quite 
impossible.

The coaching ranks of the many college teams in Canada 
arc faced with the usual problems encountered by their pro- 
fessional counterparts. Naturally, fielding a winning team Is 
the most important factor but college mentors must', also 
consider the future. 

It is an old story around the collegiate ranks for a school 
to be a powerhouse for two or three years and then fall to 
oblivion when the big names depart the scene with their 
sheepskin. The professional coach does not havei these worries, 
although premature retirements and injuries can put a dent 
in any team's fortunes. 

When Dave Copp took over the reins of the Redmcn 
hotkey squad three years ago, he inherited a team of talented 
veterans and untried rookies. When the vets graduated, and 
were not replaced with premium talent, and when the rookies 
could not handle the SIHL brand of. play the Redmcn fell 
precipitously in the leaguc.standings. 

Quite obviously, something had to be done to holster the 
team. However, with no athletic scholarships to dangle in front 
of athletes' eyes and academic standards at such lofty heights, 
Copp's choices were severely limited. 

In the winter of 1063-64, Copp undertook a programme 
designed to overcome the restrictions placed on his search for 
hockey prowess. His programme was to recruit players from 
othcp. universities. 

As the kindly coach so aptly put it, "I decided to g0|after 
hockey players, instead of waiting for them to come to me." 
•♦ ♦ ^ ♦ 

Thus far, Copp will be the. first person to admit that his 
programme has not reaped the dividends that he had expected. 
Since the plan .was unveUed and put- into effect, only two 
new faces have Joined the Redmen lineup. 

Last season, Jim Bedford, a hardrock defenceman Joined 
the Redmen from St Francis.. Xavier and contributed a strong 
season beforé failing out in' Ûîë^ Spring. This season, Brian 
Kelly, a defenceman from Boston College has graced the line- 
up and played some solid hockey of late. 

However, the big playoff could come as early as next 
season for Copp has been in toiich with over eighty candidates 
and is hopeful of landing at least three or four? 

It would be folly to mention names with registration many 
months away but one player who is applying to McGill could 
represent the biggest catch yet. He is currently leading Sir 
George to the OSUAA crown and is the leading scorer in tlio 
circuit 

His name? Yeah, Bob Berry.
